While all 
these governors but one are natives, 
they all speak and understand Eng- 
lish. 


"From an economic standpoint, how- 


ever, the islands are not in what' 1 
would call a good condition.

occasioned by the fact that, there is no 
market for their sugar and tobacco. 
These, of course, are their principal 
staples. They, however, liave a good 
market for coppera and abaka and 
from these they gain their main reve- 
nue."

Asked about the impression created iu 
Japan by the Japanese school exclu- 
sion in San Francisco, he said he did 
not think it hart or would ultimately 
lessen the cordiality of the entente 
existing between Japan and the Unit- 
ed States. 


"The matter has attracted much at- 


tention and been discussed extensive- 
ly in the vernacular press of Japan," 
he said, "but the Impression at Tokio 
when I left was that it was purely a 
local matter and was confined to San 
Francisco. No one believes the United 
States wishes to discriminate against 
Japanese. 


"Foreigners in Japan believe that 


the Japanese will attempt to divert 
transportation from San Francisco to 
the other coast ports. No other form 
of boycott is believed to be contem- 
plated. Tho foreigners, I might add, 
are unable to understand the attitude 
of San Francisco in the matter. From 
a purely trade viewpoint they think 
San Francisco Is making a mistake."
